DETAILED ACTION 
Election/Restrictions 

Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121: 

I. Claims 1-18 and 61-62, drawn to a system for uplinking signals that uses 
spot beam antennas based on coverage areas, classified in class 370, 
subclass 316 with secondary searching in Class 342, subclasses 81, 117, 
1 54, 354 and 408 (for spot beams). 

II. Claims 19-30 and 63-64, drawn to a system for uplinking signals, 
classified in class 370, subclass 316 (as well as Class 455, subclass 431). 

III. Claims 31-60 and 65-68, drawn to a system for uplinking signals using 
modulators/demodulators, classified in class 375, subclass 316 thru 352 
and/or Classes 329 (demodulators) and Class 332 (modulators).
